TO TRY NEW 
APPROACH 
ON KASHMIR: 


Luke Success, Mar, 7.-—A 
new approach to the Kashmir 
problem will be tried when. the 
Security Council resymes 
debste on Kashmir tomorrow. 

The American delegation, was un- 
derstood’ to have been active’ in 
diplomatic. conversations with other 
Council delegations in an attempt to 
devise a formula which would be 
acceptable to, both = India and 
Pakistan. 

Although the exact nature of the 
new approach was not revealed, wel 
informed sources predicted that the 
trend of thought would be along the 
following Jines: : 


1. The Council would acknow- 
ledge that ‘there was some Justlfica- 
tion inthe Indlan complaint that the 
Kashmir raiders Were obtaining aid in 
Pakistan, although not necessarily 
by direct Government asststance. 

On this point the Council is con- 
sidered likely to request the Pakistan 
Government to ‘use its best efforts to 
stop -the alleged illegal activity on 
their terrttory or by their nationals. 

2. The disputed problem of the 
intertm administration of Kashmir 

‘during the holding of a plebiscite 
might, according to the sime 
sources, be solved by broadening the 
present administration under Sheikn 
Abdullah on a wider political basis. 

3. On the question of Indian 
“troops in’ Kashmir, it was under- 
stood that the new line of the Coun- 
cil’'s approach might be to consent 
fo‘their presence but, at the same 
tlme, to ensure that their activitics 
were of a* purely military. character 
ahd did not, include police dutics. 

It is belicved that no crystallised 
resolution wns in view and that dis- 
cussion in’ the Council might pro- 
duce substantial changes.—Reuter.
